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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9-19-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues Bocan lacks treating patients whom have undergone 
prior angioplasty which is not claimed. Other arguments compare catheter based 
revascularization procedures to cholesterol lowering drugs. Bocan teaches cholesterol 
lowering drug therapy. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification only provides support for a 
method of treating patients that have been referred for a recanalization procedure (as in 
claim 18). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1,5,6,11-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Bocan WO 97/16184. 

4. Bocan discloses in lines 16-24 and 28-36 of page 2, 12-35 of page 3, 1-12 of 
page 5, and 7-12 of page 10 a method of administering 80mg/day of Atorvastatin as a 
sole active ingradient in patients having coronary artery disease in need of 
revascularization treatment resulting in an aggressive lowering of LDL cholesterol by 
about 50%. 

5. Bocan discloses the patients have been diagnosed with cardiovascular disease 
and lesion sizes are compared prior to and after treatment to verify results. See page 2, 
lines 16-24,31-32 and line 16 of page 1 1 thru line 7 of page 12. Therefore it would have 
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been clearly obvious, if not inherent that prior angiography took place in order to 
determine presence of cardiovascular disease and to compare arterial lesions.
